Elementary School devolved into chaos as 
accusations. of vote rigging were hurled at 
school authorities. . 

Police were called in to calm the situation. 
According to school authorities, the mock 
election between Clinton and Trump was 
rancorous from the’start, as students in favor 
of Trump—aided by their parents—became 
agitated over what they said was a “rigged” 
system. “We don’t know what they were talking 
about,” said Napeague principal Nestor Wise.

SALAD DUMPS POINT TO SUSPECT SUPPLIER 

In recent weeks, numerous residents from 
across the South Fork have called police to 
report the sudden appearance on their property 


“People 
are waking up, looking out their window and 
finding that a big pile of stinky, rancid coleslaw 
has materialized on their front lawn over night,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Not only is it disgusting, but dumping the 
coleslaw in the open air violates the Safe 
Disposal of Deli Salads Act passed by the 
Hamptons in 1987.” 

A Hamptons Police investigation is ongoing, 
but Hirsch says that initial findings point to 
a shady deli salad supplier operating out of 
Napeague. “We know what’s going on here,” 
says Hirsch. Current police thinking suggests 
that the suspect supplier had stockpiled large 
quantities of coleslaw in the month of August 
while trying to corner the South Fork market 
on the popular salad—a staple of the East 
End diet in the summer. “We think the plan 
was to sabotage the shipments of coleslaw 
coming from points west of the South Fork— 
we know that many coleslaw companies were 
experiencing an elevated number of incidents of 
vandalism to their tanker trucks in August, and 
we think it’s probably related.” Hirsch suspects 
that when the plan to corner the market and 
then jack up the price of coleslaw to East 
End markets ultimately failed, the Napeague 
supplier was left with a huge quantity of unsold 
coleslaw and, with summer coming to a close, 
no one willing to buy it. “Now they’re just 
desperate to get rid of the stuff, and property

Construction of Important Home at Lake Agawam Is About to Begin

ometime this fall, ground will be broken on 

what is going to be one of the most talked 
about homes in the Hamptons. It will not be the 
new summer White House home of the Clintons. 
It will not be the new home of Louis C.K. or 
Barack Obama. It will not be the next horse farm 
for Madonna. 

Instead, it will be a very modest affair. It will 
be a humble little home just 30 feet across 
and 15 feet deep. Jt will be a reconstruction 
of a very old house (we have drawings). It 
will have no running water and no heat, other 
than a fireplace that some guy named Pyrrhus 
Concer once built when he moved into it when 
the original building was still standing, around 
1850. It will be on one of the most valuable and 
most centrally located sites in Southampton— 
just under an acre, across Pond Lane from 
Lake Agawam, part way up a little hill. From 
the window of this home, way back in the 19th 
century, Pyrrhus Concer, a former slave, could 
look out at the lake in one direction, Monument 
Square in another, and Hill Street and Jobs 
Lane just a few steps away, where they come 
together. Most near to him was a landing on 
the lake where he kept a sailboat. He’d take 
summer people in bathing attire out in July and 


August, sailing across the pond to a landing 
on Meadow Lane near where the Southampton 
Bathing Association was later built. He charged 
a modest fee. They’d go to the beach and that’s 
how he made his money. 

Concer’s home is to be re-constructed as it 
originally was, exactly where it originally was— 
by the Village of Southampton. It will be the 
centerpiece of a new activity celebrating the 
life of this remarkable man. You'll be able to 
take a boat ride out into the lake. Also, you’ll be 
able to visit where he lived. This should all be 
happening by next summer. 

Pyrrhus Concer was born in 1814 just as the 
War of 1812 between Britain and America was 


winding up. His mother and father were both. 


slaves. They worked on a white man’s farm on 
the outskirts of Southampton. In 1827, slavery 
would be declared illegal in the State of New 
York, and eventually he would be freed. Slavery 
ran rampant in the south at that time, but it was 
also present in the north. There’s a record of 
Concer being sold from one farmer to another 
during that period. 

When slavery in New York was finally 
abolished, Concer very likely didn’t know quite 
what to do with himself. At a certain point, he 
went out to see the world—signing up as a mate 
on one of the whaling ships that traveled the 


globe from its home port of bustling Sag Harbor. 
Concer was onboard an American whaling ship 
when it dropped anchor off Tokyo. Japan was 
closed off from the world at that time. It 
is believed that when he came ashore, he 
was likely the first African-American that any 
Japanese citizen had ever seen. 

After many adventures, Concer left whaling— 
it ended when kerosene and gas began to be 
used for light and heat. Also, whales were 
hard to find. To get to them, hunters had to 
travel far and wide. In 1849, nearly all the 
Sag Harbor whaling ships at Long Wharf— 
more than a hundred of them—raced off to 
San Francisco to be part of the Gold Rush. 
Concer went to California, but soon after 
returned to Southampton and went into 
business for himself. 

By that time, wealthy New York millionaires 
and their families were coming out to take 
summer vacations. In 1870, they were able 
to take the new Long Island Rail Road trains 
to summer homes they’d built here. Locally, 
they’d be met by servants at the station and 
taken off to their mansions. And for those living 
on the north side of Lake Agawam, it was far 
faster to get to the ocean beach if you took 
Concer’s little ferry across the lake rather than 
take a buggy ride with a (Contd on next page)

horse pulling a cart on a dirt road 
all the way around. 

Concer married Rachel Williams 
in 1847, lived a long life and died 
at the age of 83 in 1897. He’s 
mentioned in the local newspapers 
at that time. He was a kindly older 
man happy to talk to anyone on 
his ferry for 10 cents a trip. And 
he told stories, about his many 
travels. At the end of every day, 
he’d tie up his little boat at a 
dock at the north end of the lake 
and walk the few hundred feet 
through the park and up a hill to 
this little barn he’d made into his 
home. It had two rooms—a parlor 
as he might have called it, and a 
bedroom. There was an outhouse 
in the back. Warmth came from 
the fireplace he’d built. He could 
also cook food on the grating of Concer’s house 
that fireplace. He was buried in 
Southampton, and this is what is 
on his tombstone: “Though born a slave, he 
possessed those virtues, without which Kings 
are but slaves.” 

After his death, his little home at 51 Pond 
Lane was sold to become home for. future 
generations of families. Additions were built 
onto it. Water and electricity and a kitchen and 
indoor plumbing came along. 

In 1979, the Village of Southampton authorized 
a historian to go around this historic community 
and identify all the historic places by putting 


Board in January of 2014 to tear 
down the home of Pyrrhus Concer 
so they could build a new home 
there. The presentation included 
a report made by historian 
Zachary Studenroth—that found 
the home didn’t exist on the 
list so it lacked the historical 
significance to be preserved. At 
5,700 square feet, it would be on 
the small size of what we today 
call a McMansion. But with its 
other amenities—it would have a 
4 swimming pool and a pool house— 
it would still be a formidable 
property indeed. 

At that point, however, Mayor 
#6 Mark Epley of Southampton Village 
was already putting forward the 
idea of saving the old slave home 
#88 as a historic site, the Mayor told 

me. He also put into motion a 

program to honor Concer’s ferry 

rides. He'd get a little boat and offer 
rides around the pond to anyone who wanted 
one, with a historian on board to point out the 
sights. In addition, if he could get permission, 
this boat ride could provide another way to 
get to the beach from downtown. He’d have to 
arrange a landing site down on Meadow Lane 
for that to happen. But it could leave from 
Agawam Park. 

Because this had been Concer’s house, the 
Village planning board rejected the proposal to 
build a big summer estate (Continued on page 36) 
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(at left) and the future Agawam Park in Southampton 


them on a list. The Halsey House was put on 
it. The Pelletreau Silver Shop was put on it. 
Somehow, the home of this former slave was 
not put on it.

The Supreme Court Will Rule on Rock Band Trademark Denial

few weeks ago, the Cleveland Indians 
baseball team went to Toronto to play 
against the Toronto Blue Jays for the American 
League pennant. Some Torontonians pulled out 
all the stops to try to get Toronto to win. They 
urged the city to pass a law requiring that the 
name “Indians” not be publicly displayed. It 
was disparaging to Native Americans. They also 
said that the Cleveland mascot, “Chief Wahoo,” 
whose image appears on the team’s sleeve 
patches, should be declared illegal. The city 
complied, but a court threw the law out. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Supreme Court is hearing 
a case involving an Asian-American rock group 
called The Slants. The Slants had applied 
for a trademark and were denied by the US. 


Patent and Trademark Office—there is a U.S. 
federal law that says no name that insults 
“institutions, beliefs or national symbols” can 
be trademarked, and the office said “The Slants” 
was disparaging to Asians. But then a Federal 
Circuit appeals court ruled that that the law 
is unconstitutional. 

The Slants say the name “The Slants” is not 
disparaging, they say the law is vague, and they 
say not allowing the trademark violates their 
First Amendment rights. They also say that 
their use of “Slants” was intended to do away 
with any negative connotation of that term. It’s 
like when the gay community celebrated 
the word queer, which can sometimes be 
considered disparaging. 

Included in the review of this suit (which is 
Lee v Tam) is another trademark issue. The 


Patent and Trademark Office has reversed itself 
in regards to the Washington Redskins. Earlier 
they’d allowed the Redskins to trademark the 
name, but in 2014 they changed their minds and 
rejected newer trademark renewals. 

If the Supreme Court holds for the law cited 
by the Patent and Trademark Office, it could 
also mean trouble for the Atlanta Braves. 

And it could also mean trouble for one of 
our local high school basketball teams, the 
Shelter Island Indians. The term Indians was 
supposed to refer to natives of India, which 
Columbus believed he was seeing when he 
sailed into the New World. He’d never seen 
an Indian. The people here were the Native 
Americans. He made a big, big mistake. We’ve 
paid for it since.

They declare that 
East Hampton is “Bonac” because the Indians 
here—the Native Americans—called this 
place “Accabonac.”

I doubt if East Hampton High School has 
ever applied for a trademark for “Bonackers.” 
Probably a bad idea, them trying. 

The Southampton High School Mariners 


are probably safe. The Westhampton Beach 
Hurricanes are probably’ safe, though 
it’s hurtful to be reminded of that bad 
hurricane. The Riverhead High School Blue 
Waves are probably safe. But the Bridgehampton 
School nickname is suspect in my opinion. 
The kids there sport the black-and-yellow 
jackets of their “Killer Bees” championship 
basketball team. 


Also iffy is Pierson High School, where the - 


teams are called “The Whalers.” The Village 
of Sag Harbor (where Pierson is situated) 
was a whaling town in the 18th and 19th 
centuries that was involved in the decimation 
of whales around the world. Also suspect is the 
nickname for Greenport High School. The team 
originally was nicknamed “The Oystermen” 


because Greenport was known for its 14 oyster 
harvesting companies. When most of those 
companies went out of business nearly half 
a century ago—today only four remain— 
the powers that be decided, in the early 
1970s, to change the school’s nickname to 
“Porters.” The Greenport Porters is most 
certainly disparaging. Most people who hear 
the name think of someone who carries the 
luggage. What committee decided on 
that anyway? Maybe they should change it 
to “Greenies.” 

Well, the World Series is over and football is 
underway. Any Saturday afternoon this fall, you 
can go down to the grandstands in one of our 
towns and watch the competition.

- Residential Real Estate Investments 


cd investor's maxim is to always buy real estate investments 
a Limited Liability Company (LLC). Using an LLC provides 
or fs dual advantages of shielding the investor's non-investment 
assets from liability exposure, while also providing pass through taxation 
for the investor so such investor can be taxed as an individual, rather 
than double taxed as both a subchapter C Corporation and, then, as 
an individual upon receipt of income from such corporation. However, 
investors in residential real estate will be hard pressed to find a lender 
willing to extend credit to an LLC for the purchase of residential real 
estate investments, even with personal guarantees, and therefore the 
dual advantages of purchasing with an LLC are often functionally 
unavailable to residential real estate investors. Investors must often choose 
between leveraging financing in order to maximize returns or, alternatively, 
utilizing an LLC to insulate such investor's non-investment assets from 
liability exposure. 

This article explains why such choice is unnecessary, and investors can 
have the benefits of both financing and liability protection simultaneously. 
With proper structuring of a residential real estate investment, an investor 
can end run a lender's illogical refusal to extend credit to an LLC by 
obtaining the requisite financing to purchase as an individual owner and, 
thereafter, such investor can ultimately rent the property to the end user by 
way of first leasing the property to an LLC as an intermediary master lease 
tenant (aka sublandlord) who will serve as the end user’s landlord. Most 
importantly, this ownership structure does not require lender approval or 
even lender knowledge. 

The structuring of a residential real estate investment is necessarily 
complex because a linear transfer of ownership, post-funding, is functionally 
unavailable to an individual owner who purchased with a residential

mortgage. In fact, a residential mortgage note’s due-on-sale clause would 
require lender approval for any such post-funding transfers and lenders 
rarely, if ever, grant such approval. A due-on-sale clause is a specific 
type of acceleration clause, which gives the lender the contractual option 
to demand full payment of the entire remaining loan balance when any 
interest in the property is transferred or sold without the lender's prior 
approval. A typical due-on-sale clause reads as follows: 

If all or any part of the property herein is transferred without the lender's 
prior written consent, the lender may require all sums secured hereby 
immediately due and payable. 

However, a federal law called the Garn-St. Germaine Act, preempts 
certain enumerated due-on-sale transfers on “residential property 
containing less than five dwelling units” and provides a path forward to 
optimally structure a residential real estate investment. Unfortunately, 
the federal law does not preempt the due-on-sale clause for an outright 
linear transfer of ownership. Consequently, landlord’s legal counsel 
must creatively leverage the Garn—St. Germaine Act, while structuring 
the investment, in order to obtain the benefits of an outright transfer of 
ownership to an LLC without actually transferring such ownership outright 
to an LLC. The solution is found in the fact that the federal law preempts 
due-on-sale triggers concerning “the granting of a leasehold interest of 
three years or less not containing an option to purchase.” Consequently, 
the individual owner can lease the property to such individual’s wholly 
owned master lease LLC for a period of three years without risk of such 
action triggering the due-on-sale clause in the mortgage note. Thereafter, 
the due-on-sale clause would also not prevent the master lease LLC from 
subleasing the same property to the subtenant end user (aka ultimate 


tenant). Under this structure, the individual owner (Continued on page 22) 
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(Continued from page 20) can have an LLC serve as the landlord (here, as 
the sublandlord) while concurrently obtaining financing for investments in 
residential real estate as an individual owner. 

Yet, this lease structure, without more, only enables the individual 
owner to end run seeking investor approval, but it does not shield the 
investor from personal liability exposure. Shielding the individual investor 
from personal liability exposure requires further creativity in drafting the 
lease between the individual owner and the master lease LLC tenant. 
The key to this lease draftsmanship is to limit the individual owner's rights 
and duties in the lease so that such individual owner is defined as an 
out-of-possession landlord under the precedent found in New York State 
case law. 

Ordinarily, a landlord is exposed to personal liability for injuries and 
other wrongs on such landlord’s property. But, according to case law, an 
out-of-possession landlord “owes no duty to maintain and make repairs 
upon demised premises unless it retains control of the property or is 
contractually obligated to perform such maintenance and repairs.” Not 
only is an out-of-possession landlord excused from common law exposure 
to liability, such a landlord is also excused for statutory exposure to 
liability. To illustrate, the Multiple Dwelling Law (MDL) renders an “owner” 
of certain residential real estate statutorily liable for failing to maintain the 
property “in good repair.” 

However, case law has held that an out-of-possession landlord is 
not defined as the “owner” under the statute. This is because the term 
“owner” is defined as “the one in possession and control, exercising 
the usual functions of an owner,” not necessarily “the owner of the fee.” 
Consequently, an out-of-possession landlord can be shielded from liability 
arising both under statute and common law through creative draftsmanship 


of the leases, including draftsmanship of the lease between the individual 
owner and the master lease LLC tenant, and then, the lease between 
the master lease LLC tenant and the subtenant end user. In drafting the 
respective lease agreements, the master lease LLC tenant, but never the 
individual owner, can have express rights of access and duties to make 
repairs to the property. As a result, the master lease LLC tenant will be 
protected from statutory liability, such as the liability set forth in the MDL, 
because the individual owner will not be the “owner” under the statutory 
scheme and will be an out-of-possession landlord under the common 
law. Consequently, the individual owner is shielded from personal liability 
exposure, by way of leasing the property to a master lease LLC tenant, in 
a similar vein as if the owner had purchased the property through an LLC 
in the first instance while avoiding the need for lender approval. 

Investors of residential real estate benefit from utilizing an LLC; albeit, 
not purchasing with an LLC. Apparent barriers only require creative 
structuring to overcome. As set forth above, creatively structuring the 
ownership, where the individual owner obtains the benefits of LLC 
ownership through leasing the property to a master lease LLC tenant who, 
in turn, leases the property to a subtenant end user, but never transfers 
ownership that would trigger a due-on-sale clause, is the best practice to 
structure investments in residential real estate. ; oF

THE ENCHANTED FOREST 

Two weeks ago Friday, | drove home at noon to 
Three Mile Harbor through the worst rainstorm 
we've had in years. I live across the street from 
the harbor and my deck faces out at a strip of 
pubic park that’s between the road and the 
boat slips. Not much happens in this park. The 
locals bring out lawn chairs and sit to watch the 
fireworks in the harbor in July. At Christmas, 
lighted Christmas trees are placed out at 
100-foot intervals by the highway department 
the full quarter-mile length of the park. As I 
pulled into my driveway this time, however, | 
saw that three small white tents were set up 
on the grass, with picnic tables underneath, 
suffering under this torrential downpour. By 
the curb, a lonely food truck from 27 EATS 
sat, dripping wet. Someone was trying to have 


a private event in all this. But there were no 
people about. 

At 10 that night however, the rain stopped, 
and I looked out our window and noticed a 
crowd out there enjoying the delicacies from 
the food truck. I walked over. 

Feasting on the soggy lawn was the crew of a 
movie being filmed aboard a yacht nearby. The 
film will be called The Enchanted Forest. This 


_ was the amenity for the actors, cameramen and 


crew. One told me they would be there all night. 
The filmmaker is Josh Klausner. 
“Are we bothering you?” 
charge asked. 
“Not at all,” I said. “Film away.” 
In the house I Googled Josh Klausner and in 
five minutes learned all about it. Klausner was 
the screenwriter for the 2014 hit movie Date 
Night, which starred Steve Carell and Tina Fey. 
He also wrote Shrek Forever After. And now he’s 
written and is directing The Enchanted Forest. 
He is married to the wealthy oil heiress 
Hyatt Bass. They sold their SoHo mansion for 
$42.5 million in 2014. They had bought the 
property in 2001, and it was later reported 
they were planning to convert the former film 
studio into an enormous four-story fortress with 
safe rooms, security cameras and reinforced 
glass windows (Bass’s mother had been held 
hostage in her own Connecticut home in 2007). 
Klausner and Bass have a vacation house in | 
the Hamptons and share it with their two 
children, Jasper and Hayden. Maybe we’re 
related. Klausner is my mother’s family name. @&

on that property. As a result, this couple filed 
a lawsuit. There was no earthly reason to 
restrict the use of their property like this, they 
said. There was no historic designation for 
this property. 

Lacking any other option, the Mayor caved 
in. There was indeed nothing else that could be 
done. Embracing the idea that at least a couple 
would have a fine home, he allowed the permits 
to go thorough, so the couple was free to tear 
down Concer’s house. And they did, although 
they also permitted historians and village 
workers to take away parts of the home for 
preservation and perhaps later reconstruction 
somewhere else. 

But then there was this shocker. After the 
demolition, the property, now free of any 
encumbrance that a home with historical 
significance might bring, the owners decided 
not to build and the property was put on the 
market for $4,995,000. Now this could be seen 
as a flip, where someone buys low, fixes the 
reason for the low price, and sells high. 

In addition, since the owners had changed 
their minds about building, they requested the 
money they paid for the permits be refunded. 
The Village paid. 

And, in the end, the Town of Southampton 
became the buyer of the property, with 
CPF (Community Preservation Fund): money, 
for $4.3 million—resulting in the couple’s 
walking off with nearly $2 million in profit from 
this little transaction. 

It has taken two years to go from a pile of 


rubble to a plan to rebuild this historic house. 
In the interim, both this past summer and the 
summer before, a village employee put on 
a captain’s hat and became the captain of a 
17-foot picnic boat with an electric motor, a 
small fringed awning and seating for eight. The 
picnic boat is called the Pyrrhus Concer, and on 
sunny days anyone who wants a ride can climb 
onboard—a little wooden dock and boardwalk 
has been built—and get a little 20-minute ride 
around Lake Agawam. It takes the same route 
that Concer took. 
The’ house will be restored as it was 
when Concer lived in it. It will have modest 
furnishings inside. Artifacts from that 
19th century will be displayed. Early this spring, 
a group of archeologists led a crew of volunteers 
onto the property and dug around. Some 
things they found were believed to be from 
the time that Concer lived there. They will be 
displayed, too. 
Some $200,000 has been raised to 
fund this Village re-construction project. 
But as it happens, with today’s zoning, the 


location of the old house on the property 


really doesn’t meet current requirements. So 
the re-construction (by the village) is happily 
going through various variances (by the village) 
that can be offered to homes on sites that have 
grandfather status. 

The house will be up, and the ferry rides will 
continue all next summer. Just come ashore 
and climb the little hill to the house’s front 
door. You'll learn about Concer within. 


And there’s a further expansion in the works. 
I spoke to Village Administrator Stephen 
Funsch about it. About $2 million will have 
to be raised. At the back of the property, 
there is a small barn that can be used 
next summer, with little restoration, 
as administration offices. Getting that into 
shape will be “Phase 2.” After that comes 
“Phase 3.” 

“The little barn in the back will be. torn 
down for phase 3,” he told me. “In its place 
will be a new building that will have an 
exhibit hall of paraphernalia from that era of 
slavery, a classroom and. conference room.” 
Chaleff & Rogers Architects are designing it. 
The administration will move back in. Also to 
be built will be an outdoor amphitheater. 
Shows, re-enactments and plays can _ be 
performed here. 

“Because it’s on a hill, we will construct a 
zigzag walkway up to it, and it will be 
accompanied by a small brook with small 
waterfalls, ” Funsch told me. “This will be 
both the public and the disability access. You 
park on the street. Take the walk up. And if 
necessary, you can take the trip up in a little 
golf cart.” 

Pyrrhus Concer would be astonished 
and, ‘% think, proud to be remembered in 
this way. It is quite an achievement for 
our town, and everyone who takes pride in our 
history looks forward to it. &@&

What inspired “Autumn Beach Walk?” 

I painted “Autumn Beach Walk” on location 
in Indian Island County Park, Aquebogue. It’s 
one of my favorite places and I’ve painted there 
every season. There’s so much to take in: the 
__ sky and clouds, the water, sand and trees. The 
wind changes everything in an instant. Here on 
the East End, we have autumn days that are as 
warm as summer and yet the beaches are so 
still and quiet. This was one of those days. I had 
to capture it so 1 would never forget. 


What’s your creative process 
when starting a new piece? 

If a setting or scene captures 
my imagination, | feel an 
urgency to paint right away. It 
can be something very fleeting, 
like the shadow cast on the side 
of a barn or morning mist that 
has settled on the vines. I grab 
the easel and paints and go out 
right away. Other times, I visit a 
spot over and over, observing 
and taking in everything about it; the light, the 
movement and colors of the clouds, the trees, 
and even the sounds and the smell of moisture 
in the air. It’s thrilling to the senses. I like to do 
small paintings as studies and expand to larger 
ones later. Sometimes the story ends with the 
little sketch because the moment is gone. 


Being a Center Moriches native, how has the : 


East End influenced your work? 

Like Center Moriches, lots of East End towns 
are working communities, with families that 
have lived there for generations. The villages 
are surrounded by water and there are small 
creeks and little beaches at the end of almost 
every street. The connection to the land and 
sea is part of who I am. I can’t get enough of it 
and it shows in my art, I think. 


You have come from a long line of artists. 
Your uncle drew illustrations for the books 
written by your father, Chester G. Osborne. 


Did you ever feel pressured to 
continue the family tradition? 

Our family has generations of 
musicians and artists, including 
the political cartoonist, Thomas 
Nast. I’m one of five siblings and 
we all played two instruments, 
so there was a lot of music in 
| the house. As a young man, 

my father played trumpet in 
the Boston Symphony under 
Arthur Fiedler and when we 
were growing up, he became a high school — 
band director, wrote young people’s historical 
fiction novels, was a contributing editor for The 
Long Island Forum, and Curator of Manuscripts 
at The Manor of St. George in Mastic. He was 
continually creating. I think I have that gene. 

My lifelong journey as a musician has had a 
powerful effect on my art. When I paint, I feel 
a familiar rhythm in the motion of the brush 
across the canvas. Certain music evokes in me 
a sense of line and color and even shapes, but I 
don’t listen to music at all when I paint.

Patehogue Theatre’s Past, Present, & Future

Wr & Glynee’s Patchogue Theatre opened 
on Main Street in May 1923. For the next 
three decades, Patchogue was a major source of 
employment in the textile, tourism, shipbuilding, and 
fishing industries. In fact, the village was called “The 
Queen of the South Shore” during this time. 

The theatre attracted celebrities, first-run feature 
films, Broadway productions, vaudeville, and even 
burlesque. Later, in the 1970s and ’80s, Patchogue 
Theatre operated as a triplex movie theater. According 
to board member Chris Capobianco, “everyone has 
a story from those times.” But the triplex was 
closed in the mid-80s, and the theater lay empty for 
10 years. Capobianco believes that 1997 was a key 
year, not just for the theater, but for the village’s 
restoration as a whole. The BrickHouse Brewery and 
Restaurant had just opened, and thanks to the help 
of some local business people, it was announced 
that the Patchogue Theatre would be saved from 
the wrecking ball. The then-owners wanted to sell 
the venue so that it might be demolished to build an 
office building. 

A lot has happened since the theater reopened 
in 1998. Last season, Patchogue Theatre for the 
Performing Arts achieved a record annual attendance 
of over 150,000. Capobianco remembers the first 
show after the theater was restored to its original 
grandeur—Gateway Playhouse presented The 
Nutcracker on Ice from Russia. 


The performing arts center closed once 
again this year, but only from January to 
March- for interior renovations. “The 
$1.5 million renovations to the interior 
have greatly improved the ‘Patchogue 
Theatre Experience’ for our patrons,” says 
Bernie Fabig, Public Relations & Marketing 
Manager. “Our new seats are not only wider 
and more comfortable, but the Village had 
seating experts come in to make sure that 
the sightlines were improved, so that you are 
never sitting directly behind someone.” 

In addition to installing new subfloors and 
repairing 60% of the ceiling, the theatre’s

bar expanded its taps to include wine from __ Imside the beautiful POEL Theatre ee the icine Arte today 


Raphael Vineyard in Peconic and more locally 
brewed beers from Patchogue’s own Blue Point 
and BrickHouse breweries. Fabig went on to explain 
that a new marquee would cost over $250,000, 
money that the theatre hopes to raise through grants 
and donations. 

Fabig says that he would love to see more acts that 
appeal to his own 30 to 35-year-old age demographic. 
He names artists such as Gavin DeGraw, Jason 
Mraz, Vanessa Carlton, Band of Horses and Local 
Natives. Patchogue itself has become a magnet 
for younger crowds—and Fabig believes they're 
a key audience. He explained that the theater’s 
programming committee has been bringing in more 
country shows to attract a younger set. 

“I’ve been volunteering here since the late 1990s 


and just started my 11th year on the board,” 
Capobianco, a 25-year Patchogue resident, says. 
“Since the beginning, I knew in my heart this could 
be something big, but in my head I knew it would 
take a concerted effort by volunteers and donors ~ 
in harmony with government officials and funding 
agencies, not to mention a little bit of good luck. I’m 
happy to say it all came together and the future is 
very bright for Patchogue Theatre and our village.”

Miking is the Perfect Fall Adventure 


BY JORDAN GREEN 


N°’ is the perfect time to explore some 
of the gorgeous hiking trails right here in 
the Hamptons. Hiking is a great low-intensity workout 
that will help you stay fit. The trails in East Hampton 
are especially suited for the casual hiker, since the 
area’s topography is mostly flat. Maximum elevation 
is only 200 feet, which is nothing compared to 
many trails in other parts of the country. There are 


191 miles of trails throughout the Town of East — 


Hampton. from state parks like Hither Hills to local 
trails along the Paumanok Path, there’s. 

Accessibility is one of the unique aspects of East 
‘Hampton’s trail network. According to Jim Zajac, 
President of the East Hampton Trails Preservation 
Society (EHTPS), “You are never more than a few 
minutes from the nearest trail.” “Paumanok Path 
runs the length of the town. Once you hit that, you’re 
good to go for as long as you want.” 

For those that don’t want to commit an entire day 
to hiking, the trails in East Hampton make for a quick 
adventure. Most are between three and five miles 
long, and can take two to three hours to cover. If you 
want something shorter, you can check out some of 
the trails that are only a mile or so, like some of the 
Big Reed Pond trails in Montauk County Park. 

Not only are the local trails easy to get to, they 
also have breathtaking water views. Some of the 
best trails lead to overlooks of the ocean, bays or 
inland bodies of water, which are what makes East 
Hampton’s trails stand out. 


Maybe you're interested in the 
history behind the hiking routes. 
Some have stories that date back to 
Native American settlements, while 
others are more modern. For example, 
Camp Hero State Park in Montauk 
was commissioned by the U.S, Army 
in 1942 as a coastal missile defense 
station disguised as a fishing village. 
It was staffed during World War II 
and for some years during the Cold 
War, with its main purpose to prevent 
coastal attacks and potential missiles 
aimed at New York City. Now, myriad 
trails intersect and wind around the 
defunct defense base. Like many 
of the other historically significant 
parks and trails in East Hampton, 
Camp Hero’s_ historical features 
are paired with picnic areas and 
incredible sights, like an overlook of the Atlantic 
Ocean and the Montauk bluffs. 

Fall is the best time to check out these natural 
and historically significant trails. The temperature 
isn’t too hot and the falling leaves add to the 
scenery. “Late fall is a nice time when the foliage 
has come down from the trees and you can 
see through the canopy better,” 
Zajac says. 

The optimal time of day to go on a hike varies 
depending on your preference and the weather. 
Like most people, Zajac prefers avoiding the trails 


Put one foot in front of the other 


during the middle of the day. “I always 
like morning hikes or those that are 
towards the end of the day,” he says. 
“Especially here in the Hamptons, 
where the light is so profound. Those 
times of day are particularly special.” 

Before you go hiking along East 
Hampton’s extensive network of 
trails, the two most important 
things you must consider when 
dealing with Mother Nature are 
safety and comfort. “We always 
recommend that people wear long 
pants, socks, and closed shoes to 
make sure that they’re protecting 
themselves from ticks,” Zajac says. 
“Ticks are certainly-a big problem 
out here. Some people have special 
tick resistant pants or _ spray 
themselves and their clothing with

bug spray.” 

In addition, Zajac says to bring typical items like 
a hat, water, and a map. Besides that, the most 
important thing is to have fun! 

If you’re looking for a way to get some exercise and

It Rained Down Like Manna From Water Mill

here are just two words that you need to 

know when dining at authentic Italian restaurant 
Manna in Water Mill: delicioso and perfecto. Capice? 
Even the bottled water and the soft rock music is 
Italian. Half of the diners the night I visited were 
speaking Italian—a mucho bene sign. 

Many patrons will fondly remember Chef Marco 
Barrila’s takeout seafood place Frutti di Mare in 
Hampton Bays. At his new restaurant, Manna, Barrila 
is able to give full expression to his Italian hospitality 
and his considerable talents. 

I recently met my friend and renowned cookbook 
author Hillary Davis at Manna, located in the former 
Mirko’s space, for dinner. Things started off well 
with the discovery of how welcoming and classic this 
eatery is—white tablecloths, twinkling lights, local 
seascapes on the walls, anchors everywhere. 

Since it was early on a Wednesday, Chef had a few 
minutes to stop by our table and chat. He was just 
back from tasting and presenting adventures at the 
New York City Wine & Food Festival, but he wanted 
to talk with Hillary about life in Nice. He’s Sicilian and 
she’s American, and they both very much enjoyed 
the quiet life in Nice once upon a time. 

Only a few other tables were full that evening, but 
that will likely change soon as Manna is starting to 
do an off-season prix fixe dinner, in addition to their 
Junchtime prix fixe. 

Manna’s wine list offers a solid selection of reds 


and whites from Italy and France plus some local 
stars, including bottles from The Grapes of Roth, 
Lieb Cellars and WO6lffer Estate Vineyard. I felt that 
a deep, rich red was in order and so | indulged in a 
glass of Tascante Ghiaia Nero Nerello Mascalese from 
Sicily, while Hillary celebrated Indian summer with 
a glass of Chateau d’Esclans Whispering Angel rosé. 
Later, we both quaffed Chianti at manager Sheila 
Barrila’s suggestion. 

Housemade, still-warm focaccia served with a-vivid 
sun-dried tomato spread, sheep’s ricotta and tasty 
olives? Oh my. 

Sheila suggested that we might like to try 
the mussels in a light saffron and _ fennel 
preparation. She had us at “mussels.” So good, so 
tender and so beautifully presented, with a fuchsia 
orchid blossom on top. 

Chef Barrila’s lobster bisque tempted, but Hillary 
ordered the Eggplant Timbal of roasted eggplant, 
sheep’s ricotta, imported mozzarella and fresh basil. 
She gave me a taste, which was bright and fresh. She 
gushed, “It melts in your mouth.” 

I think that Hillary and I did a lot of catching up 
during the meal. | do remember hearing about Hillary 
interviewing Patricia Wells in Paris and that I told her 
the unprintable thing that Marcus Samuelson shared 
when I interviewed him years ago. The rest of the 
conversation is pretty much a blur, but our photos 
of the food tell the story. Sheila definitely told us 
that she and Chef Barrila had just opened a take-out

on the Shinnecock Reservation in Southampton 
called the Shinnecock Lobster Factory. (1 did not 
dream that.) I also remember the telling comment 
that Hillary made when Chef Barrila walked 
by singing along to Zucchero: “A singing chef is 
happy food!” 

Hillary and I shared two entrées—the Short Ribs 
Pappardelle with braised short rib ragout over the 
buttery effect of fine pasta, and a super-rich Lobster 
Risotto, which tasted intensely of lobster. Hillary had 
to know what gave the stock its sweetness—turns 
out it was organic baby carrots. 

What really took our breath away was Chef Barrila’s 
housemade fagottini. These tiny pasta purses in a 
truffled mushroom sauce, stuffed with gorgonzola 
dolce are indescribably good. Barrila makes a variety 
of handmade pastas and breads. He offers to make 
singular meals for diners and for parties—vegan, 
vegetarian, seafood-focused—“whatever you want!” 
No wonder his roster of holiday parties in both 
dining rooms is filling up. 

Speaking of rooms, we certainly didn’t have 
room for dessert...in reality. But Hillary just 
published her fourth book titled French Desserts last 
month. We’re talking serious sweet tooth there—so 
we persevered. Hillary tried (and heartily endorsed) 
the Cassata Sicilian of marzipan, pistachio, 
ricotta and sponge cake, while | conquered a fine 
Berry Napoleon. 

Hillary says Manna is her choice for her 
birthday dinner in January—and Manna_ will 
be celebrating its one-year anniversary come New 
Years Eve. So, we shall definitely return to mangia 
another night!
